A MAN who 
“poleaxed” his 
victim with a single 
punch, has been 
given a six-month 
sentence, suspended 
for two years, at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Shane Burrows (33) of 
Canberra Road, 

Bridgend, admitted a 
charge of causing David 
Bailey (63) actual bodily 
harm during an 
unprovoked attack. 

He was also ordered to 
carry out 100 hours 
unpaid work. He was 
made subject to a 


supervision order for two 
years, to pay his victim 
£75 compensation and 
£80 victim surcharge. 

A restraining order of 
three years was also 
imposed, preventing 
Burrows having any 
contact with Mr Bailey. 

Prosecutor John 
Probert said that on May 
2, Mr Bailey went to the 
Coity Castle pub in 
Bridgend with his 
girlfriend. 

At about 10.30pm, he 
was outside smoking 
when the defendant, 
whom he knew by sight, 
approached and said: 
“Get away from here, or 
I’m going to hit you.” 

Burrows then threw a 
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punch which Mr Probert 
described as a “sucker 
punch”. 

Mr Bailey suffered 
blurred vision and an 
injury to his left eye, 
which bled. 

When arrested 18 days 
later. Burrows denied 
being at the pub and said 
he was in Cardiff, but the 
landlord confirmed he 
had been at the premises. 

Mr Bailey later said he 
had been emotionally 
upset, had suffered a 
great deal of pain and felt 
very vulnerable. 

The court heard that 
Burrows had a conviction 
for a public order offence 
and assaulting a woman. 

His barrister, James 
Evans, said: “This case 
involved a black eye. 
Recently, Burrows was 
made redundant, but he 
has turned over a new 
leaf.” 

Recorder Peter 

Griffiths told Burrows: 
“You poleaxed an aged, 
frail man. It was 
completely unprovoked. 
You were in drink, I 
suspect. 

“The good thing is you 
have made serious 
attempts to turn your life 
around.”

ENGLISH health 
minister Jeremy 
Hunt announced 
last week that he is 
increasing the 
Cancer Drugs Fund 
in England from 
£200m to £280m for 
the next two years. 

-Contrast that with 
the Welsh Labour 
Government, which 
controls the NHS in 
Wales and which has 
refused repeated requests 
from the Welsh 
Conservatives to set up a 
Cancer Drugs Fund here 
- even though the cost 
would only be about 
£5m a year. 

If they did so, we 
would be spared the 
sight of cancer sufferers 
like Rosemary 
Greenslade of Clydach 
having to carry out 
fundraising to pay for 
treatment which is freely 
available in England. 

In fact, Mrs 
Greenslade has spent 
£10,000 of her own 
money so far on the 
cancer drug Avastin 
needed to treat the 
ovarian cancer she is 


suffering. 

Also contrast

refusal to act with their 
continued determination 
to keep free 

prescriptions in Wales - 
at a cost of £3 2m a year.

Bridgend man 
(50) possessed 
indecent images 


A 50-YEAR-OLD man 
described as “terribly 
inadequate” has been given a 
three-year community order 
at Cardiff Crown Court for 
possessing indecent images of 
boys. 

At one stage during the hearing, 
Steven King collapsed and was treated 
in the courtroom by paramedics. He 
was advised to go to hospital, but he 
refused. 

King of Cae Gam, Bridgend, had 
admitted three charges of possessing 
indecent images. 

In addition, he was also ordered to 
register as a sex offender for five years 
and to attend a sex offenders’ 
programme. 

Recorder Peter Griffiths said: “The 
children on the images were the abused 
victims. They are the people 
exploited.” 

Testimonials, said the Recorder, 
indicated that King, who had no 
previous convictions, was a decent, 
caring man. 

He said he had no friends and no 
support, and had been described as 
“terribly inadequate”. 

Prosecutor Matthew Cobb said all 
the boys were under 18, but some were 
as young as three. 

Police discovered DVDs and images 
on computers. There were 179 images 


at Category A, the most serious, 120 at 
Category D and 500 at Category C. 

There were also “German naturist” 
pictures, as well as Asian boy models. 

“The images spoke for themselves,” 
said Mr Cobb. When King was 
arrested, he said: “No comment” to the 
police. 

His counsel, Huw Evans, said: “This 
is a serious matter by a man who has 
devoted his life to his mother. What he 
requires is counselling and help, 
something he is crying out for.” 

Mr Evans said he had had an 
abusive upbringing and saw serious 
violence meted out to his mother, who 
is housebound. 

“Eor many years, he has struggled 
with his sexuality and his only friends 
were his computers. Sadly, he thought 
about things in a distorted way.” 

He said it all started when King used 
the internet to access adult 
pornography. 

None of the images were 
distributed. 

Mr Evans said his greatest 
punishment had been telling his 
mother about the case. 

“He is an incredibly vulnerable 
man.” 

The Recorder also imposed a Sexual 
Offences Prevention Order and 
directed that the computers be 
confiscated. 


Nantymoel man (18) 
drove dangerously 


A MOTORIST who 
drove dangerously 
because he “lost 
leave of his senses” 
has been sentenced 
to a community 
order at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Rhys Anderson, 18, an 


electrician, who was said 
to have no previous 
convictions, was also 
made subject to a 
supervision order for a 
year and to carry out 50 
hours unpaid work. 

He was ordered to pay 
costs of £340, 
disqualified from driving

for a year and ordered to 
take an extended driving 
test. 

Anderson, of Cadogan 
Street, Pricetown, 
Nantymoel, admitted a 
charge of dangerous 
driving. 

Prosecutor Jason 
Howells said the offence 
occurred in the Island 
Avenue area of 
Bryncethin. 

A resident heard the 
engine of Anderson’s car 
“screaming” and 

somebody shouted: 
“Who’s the Eormula One 


A CANNABIS 
grower told the 
police the reason he 
had the plants was 
to alleviate the 
symptoms of a 
medical condition, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Andrew Thomas (46), 
a taxi driver with no 
previous convictions, of 
Abergarw Drive, 

Brynmenyn, admitted 
producing cannabis. 

He was sentenced to a 
community order for a 
year, directed to carry out 
100 hours unpaid work, 
to pay prosecution costs 
of £200, defence costs of 
£200, plus a victim 
surcharge of £60. 

Said Recorder Peter 
Griffiths: “You recognise 
you acted with utter 
stupidity. You spent a 
significant amount of 
money setting up this 
cannabis farm, and now 
you will have to pay for 
your foolishness.” 

Prosecutor Gareth 


James said police 
discovered a “mini 
factory” with 13 plants 
growing in tents in 
Thomas’s garage. 

There was 

sophisticated lighting, 
timers, water butts and 
heat lamps. 

When interviewed by 
the police, he said he was 
responsible and that all 
the plants were for his 
own use. He said the 
equipment had cost 
£1,000 and the drug was 
to alleviate the symptoms 
of a medical condition. 

His counsel, Thomas 
Roberts, said: “He was 
drawn into the drugs 
world because of his 
illness. It was incredibly 
foolish. 

“He was not selling 
any of the drugs, but was 
saving himself money. 
He actually has an anti¬ 
drug stance. Eortunately, 
he is being realistic in 
accepting his role.” 

It was ordered that the 
drugs and paraphernalia 
be destroyed. 


driver?” 

Anderson was spotted 
driving erratically and 
revving his engine before 
mounting the kerb and 
blocking the road. 

Anderson later 

admitted that his 
behaviour had been 
reckless and had put 
people at risk. 

His solicitor, Robert 
Chudleigh, said: “This 
was an unfortunate 
incident as a result of the 
break up of a relationship 
which had been on and 
off for some time. 

“He had received a 
text message indicating 
that his ex-girlfriend was 
with another man. 

“He lost leave of his 
senses and there was 
high remorse.”

Women are 


sentenced 
for dealing 
in fake goods 


TWO local women 
have been left 
counting the cost of 
dealing in fake 
goods after a 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) Trading 
Standards 
investigation into 
their activities. 

Lynne Butler and 
Sarah Edwards of Wern 
Deg, Pencoed, were 
found to have in their 
possession for supply a 
large quantity of 
counterfeit goods when 
they were stopped by the 
Police. The haul included 
fake branded items 
including Superdry 
Clothing, ICE Watches, 
and Beats By Dre 
Headphones. 

After being found 
guilty at Bridgend 
Magistrates Court, both 
women were issued with 


a community order and, 
as part of a four month 
curfew requirement, have 
been electronically 
tagged and not allowed 
to leave home between 
the hours of 9pm and 
7am. They were also 
ordered to pay costs of 
£500. 

Welcoming the result 
of the prosecution, 
BCBC’s Deputy Leader, 
Coun David Sage, said: 
“The conclusion of this 
case sends the clear 
message that dealing in 
poor quality, illegal 
goods will not be 
tolerated in the county 
borough, and that those 
who seek to mislead and 
con our residents will be 
pursued through the 
courts”.

'Why not foster? 


‘EMPTY- 
NESTERS’ are 
being targeted by 
BCBC in a drive to 
persuade parents 
whose children 
have left home for 
university to foster. 

A survey of 2,600 
foster carers by the 
Eostering Network found 
that 30 per cent were 
aged 55 or above, with 
another 45 per cent 
between 45 and 54, a 
spokesperson pointed 
out. 

In Wales, 550 foster 
families are needed in 
2014, and are especially 
needed for teenagers and 
disabled children. In 
Bridgend county 
borough alone there is a 
shortage of 
approximately 90 
placements. The last 
financial year saw 146 
children and young 
people become looked 
after - which was a six 
per cent increase. 

Coun Huw David, 
cabinet member for 
children and young 
people, said: “Our care 
system is in desperate 
need of foster families 
for these vulnerable 
children and young 
people. 

“If anyone who is 
missing their grown up 
kids feels they still have 
something to offer to 
children and young 
people, we want to hear 
from you. We have a 
fantastic network of 
foster carers but we 
simply need more. 
Eostering is a 
challenging role but it 
can make a real 
difference to a child’s 
life.” 

A fostering team will

Saving you £££'s 
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Councillors 
call for toilets 
at Newton 



ATTEMPTS by 
two local 
councillors to 
obtain public 
toilets at Newton 
beach are being 
backed by Shadow 
Welsh Tourism 
Minister Suzy 
Davies. 

Mrs Davies, a Welsh 
Conservative regional 
AM, heard how Newton 
borough councillor Ken 
Watts and Town Council 
Independent councillor 
Graham Walters have 
joined forces to try and 
get something done. 

Coun Watts, who is a 
Conservative member, 
said that the situation 
had become dire, 
following the Welsh 
Government’s decision 
to abandon the public 
loos scheme, under 
which landlords and 
cafe owners were paid 
£500 a year to allow the 
public to use their 
toilets. 

He said: “That 
scheme was a godsend 
to Newton because two 
of the pubs and a cafe 
participated. We have 
never had toilets at the 
beach, so it seemed 
sensible to make use of 
facilities provided by 
businesses. 

“Newton Beach now 
gets more visitors than 
Rest Bay, where toilets 
have been provided by 
BCBC but there was no 
chance of getting the 


council to step in. 

That’s why the two of 
us asked Porthcawl 
Town Council to pay for 
a feasibility study into 
the possibility of putting 
an automatic toilet on a 
small piece of land near 
the car park.” 

However, before the 
report could be 
commissioned, the two 
councillors were 
approached by a local 
businessman and 
landowner who said he 
was considering 
providing toilets as part 
of a scheme to develop 
the private car park. 

“We were asked to 
give him a few months 
to progress this plan and 
we are now waiting to 
hear back from him,” 
added Coun Watts. 

“If a private business 
will foot this bill it 
would save the council 


taxpayers of Porthcawl 
from having to find 
£65,000 - assuming that 
the feasibility study 
would have come out in 
favour.” 

Suzy Davies said: 
“One of Wales’ major 
attractions for visitors - 
the unique coastal path 
- takes in Newton 
beach. If we going to 
highlight Wales as a 
destination for walkers 
and cyclists, we need 
high standard comfort 
facilities for them. 

“This is of particular 
significance to 
Porthcawl which is 
always looking for new 
ways to attract 
investment and create 
new reasons for people 
to visit the town. 

“More than that, we 
are all being encouraged 
to take a bit more 
exercise. It doesn’t help 
if people are worried 
they may get caught 
short when they’re out 
walking. 

“Age Cymru has 
identified that lack of 
public toilet facilities is 
something that older 
people in particular 
consider a deterrent to 
getting out to socialise 
or keep active. I hope 
that the action of our 
local councillors here 
will be successful.”

GEM had highlighted 
lost business during 
the Nato summit 


THE Highwayman 
Inn, based on the 
outskirts of Rhoose 
near Cardiff 

Airport, enjoyed a 
remarkable change 
in its fortunes 
during the Nato 
summit following a 
story run in The 
GEM. 

Early that week one of 
the popular pub’s 
partners, Derek Gaynor 
had told The GEM that

business.

September 4, The GEM 
ran a story ‘Nato holding 
Highway to ransom - 
claims a local 
businessman’ explaining 
the dramatic loss of 
business. 

Cue an astonishing 
turnaround. 

Mr Gaynor said: “The 
article really helped us. 
People came out and 
supported us. We had a 
bumper Eriday, Saturday 
and Sunday. It was a 
mega weekend.” 

Despite the disruption 
caused by the police 
operation locally, Mr 
Gaynor allowed the 
police to use his facilities 
and provided them with 
tea and coffee.

“It is fantastic news 
that the community came 
out to support the local 
pub the weekend after 
the Nato summit. At 
events of this size there 
will always some pockets 
of disruption, but I am 
delighted that Mr Gaynor 
had a better weekend 
following the event.”

THREE Cowbridge 
sisters are to run the

four-year-old cousin 
who died earlier this 
year from a brain 
haemorrhage, 
writes TIM

Little Rhianna 

Gallagher died in Helen 
House, and Sophie 
Gallagher (19) and her 
sisters Rachael (21) and 
Niamh (17) are keen to 
raise money for the 
Oxford hospice. 

On Eebruary 14, 
Rhianna suffered a 
haemorrhage and was 
rushed into the John 
Radcliffe Hospital. A 
week later the life 
support system was 
switched off because she 
was too badly brain 
damaged. 

Her father Dominic 
said: “We all said our 
goodbyes - our eternal 
goodbyes. But no one 


had asked Rhianna. She 
decided she was not 
ready to go and soon 
started breathing 

properly by herself. 

“The next day she was 
transferred to Helen 
House - the Oxford 
hospice where she spent 
her last weeks.” 

Rhianna died on 
Easter Monday, was 
buried at Kennington 
Cemetery - and in 
Dominic’s words “tended 
daily by a sad hand and 
watered by tears”. 

Sophie, Rachael and 
Niamh were devastated 
when Rhianna died and 
are still coming to terms 
with it. 

They’re taking part in 
the Cardiff Half 
Marathon on October 5 
to boost funds for Helen 
House. They will be 
joined by their cousins 
from Pontadawe Jenny, 
Kate and Isla. 

Sophie said: “In a 
situation like this you 
feel so helpless, and you 
want to do anything good 
that brings the family 


together. It is a positive 
thing to do to support our 
family.” 

Rachael said: “We 
understand that money 
raised will go to 
renovations at Helen 
House.” 

Rachael recently did 
some running in Einland 
and admitted that the 
distance of 13.1 miles 
was daunting. 

“The furthest I’ve run 
is about six miles, but 
there are still a couple of 
weeks of training left.” 

Sophie added: “I’m 
looking forward to the 
half marathon and have 
learned a lot about 
keeping fit. Niamh once 
ran a race -1 think it was 
1,000 metres - and said 


she’d never run again!” 

But the sisters and 
their cousins will all be 
running for a great cause 
on Sunday, October 5. 

Helen and Douglas 
House is a registered 
charity providing respite 
and end of life care for 
children and young 
adults with life¬ 
shortening conditions, as 
well as support and 
friendship for the family. 
The hospice houses are 
bright, positive places, 
where the emphasis is on 
living life to the full, 
even when that life may 
be short.

enable new entrants to consider a career in 
farming. 

Helen Aldis, Manager of The Prince’s 
Countryside Fund, said: “We are looking for 
projects that will have a long term positive 
effect on rural communities and enterprise, 
helping the people who care for our 
countryside and make it tick. 

“It is one of our most valuable national 
assets and this funding will give much needed 
support to the remarkable people working to 
sustain a vibrant rural economy.”

In rural areas of Wales, the lack of services 
can inflict serious social costs on communities. 

A project funded by the Prince’s 
Countryside Fund aims to identify 50 pubs to 
be developed into service and community 
hubs leading to better service provision and 
improved community cohesion. 

‘It is encouraging to see the difference a 
Pub is the Hub scheme can make in its local 
community. The rural pub is essential and by 
supporting it with shared services, they will 
support yousays John Longden of Pub is the 
Hub.

“That is not always easy but with the 
Network’s peer support groups, they provide 
an honest forum within which new ideas can 
be demonstrated, assessed and applied to the 
Exmoor context.”

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A HISTORY LESSON/ 

OLRAIN YR HANES 


1951 First meeting of the committee formed to establish Welsh education in Barry in Number 
9, Park Road, Barry, home of Mr and Mrs Dan Evans. 

1951 September - December. Ysgol Gymraeg Gwirfoddol Y Barri founded in Salem Vestry, 
Barry, with the salary of the teacher. Miss Elinor Williams (later Davies), paid for by parents. 

1952 The Council adopts the school and Yr Ysgol Gymraeg Gwirfoddol moves to the two 
roomed Wesleyan Chapel vestry in Cadoxton. 15 children attend. 

1955 Ysgol Gymraeg Sant Efransis founded in Barry, with 25 pupils. An annex called Coed 
yr Odyn was later added nearby for the infants, to accommodate increasing numbers. 

1971 Ysgol Gymraeg Pen-y-Garth opens under the headship of Howard Goodfellow. A Welsh 
unit had operated out of Cogan School prior to this. 

1974 Ysgol lau Sant Baruc founded for juniors, with Elwyn Richards as headmaster. 

1975 Welsh unit is established at Ysgol Gynradd Y Bont-faen which becomes Ysgol lolo 
Morgan wg. 

1979 Ysgol lolo Morganwg officially opens, under the headship of Glesni Whettleton. 

1991 With demand outstripping the places available, Ysgol St Efransis has outgrown its 
premises and is merged with Ysgol lau Sant Baruc. The new school, called Ysgol Gymraeg Sant 
Baruc, operates from its current site at St Paul’s Avenue, Barry. It was headed up by Dulyn Griffith 
until his retirement in 2010, when Rhian Andrew was appointed head. 

1991 Ysgol Gymraeg Sant Curig opens on the site of (Lower) Bryn Hafren Girls Comprehensive, 
with Eleri Hourahane as headteacher. 

1996 Ysgol Gymraeg Newydd starts in temporary buildings on land at Ysgol Sant Curig and 
later (2000) becomes Ysgol Gymraeg Gwaun y Nant. 

2000 Ysgol Gyfun Bro Morgannwg founded, with 123 pupils and 11 staff, and Dr Dylan Jones 
as head. 

2004 Iona Edwards takes over the headship of Ysgol Gymraeg Pen-y-Garth from Peter Davies. 

2001 Ysgol Gymraeg Gwaun y Nant opens at its present site, with Glenna Griffith as 
headteacher until her retirement in 2010, when Rhydian Lloyd takes over. 

2006 Headship of Ysgol Gymraeg Sant Curig passes to Sian Owen upon Eleri Hourahan’s 
retirement. 

2011 Two new Welsh medium schools are opened. Llantwit Major gets its first Welsh school 
as Ysgol Gymraeg Dewi Sant opens with Helen Jennings as acting head. In Barry, Ysgol Nant 
Talwg is opened on the site of Ysgol Gyfun Bro Morgannwg, with Menna Roberts as head.

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Clwb Calon Lan 
licence revoked 
after police call 



POLICE called for the closure 
of the Clwb Calon Lan in 
Blaengarw, Bridgend at a 
council licensing hearing on 
August 14. 

The premises lost its licence after 
officers listed a history of serious 
incidents, including violent crime and 
concerns regarding the public safety of 
children. 

A hearing was conducted before a 
licensing committee in Bridgend and 
the result was a revocation of the 
premises’ license which closed it 
down. 

Said Community Safety and 
Partnership Inspector Steve Jennings: 
“There was a consistent number of 
serious incidents directly related to the 
premises. 

“There was responsibility for the 
management of Clwb Calon Lan to 
prevent these issues, which they have 
failed to do and our concern was the 
ineffective management that 
contributed to the 

situation. 

“They have worked with us, but we 


felt, ultimately, that we had no option 
left to us but to recommend that the 
premises lose its licence”. 

Inspector Jennings added: “Clearly, 
the closure will have an impact on the 
neighbourhood, but we hope it will 
improve the quality of life for 
everyone, including those residents 
who have suffered from noise and 
crime and disorder. 

“We would, however, like to assure 
the community of Blaengarw that the 
problems relate to a small number of 
offenders.” 

South Wales Police are warning 
other premises in the locality that they 
will not hesitate to take similar action 
if similar problems arise. 

Inspector Jennings confirmed: 
“Officers will continue to engage with 
licence holders to offer help and 
advice. However, we also hope that 
the community will continue to inform 
the police when they have any 
concerns surrounding activity or 
nuisance in their local pub. The 
sooner we are aware of potential 
issues, the sooner South Wales Police 
can help,” he added.

LOCAL CHEF’S RECIPE WILL 
MAKE YOUR MACMILLAN 
COFFEE MORNING SPECIAL! 


Right; A special cake for a special charity. 

W ITH people around the Vale 
making plans to fundraise for 
Macmillan Cancer Support by 
holding coffee mornings, the charity is 
offering a little something in return. 

Sam Pepper, the head chef at Oscars in 
Cowbridge, has provided his recipe for a delicious 
cake to make the coffee morning special - a 
butternut and lemon sponge cake with rose icing! 
Here are Sam^s step by step instructions: 

For the sponge. 

250g grated butternut squash. 

2 large eggs. 

125 ml vegetable oil. 

150g caster sugar, 
zest of half lemon. 

225g self raising flour. 

1 heaped teaspoon of baking powder. 

For the icing. 

300g cream cheese. 

125g icing sugar, 
juice from half the lemon. 

1/2 tsp of rosewater. 

Greased and lined loaf tin. 

Preheat the oven to 180 degrees/gas 4. 

Once you have grated the butternut, place in a 
tea towel, gather the comers and twist so as to 
squeeze the squash and remove some of the juice. 
There won't be much. 

Put the eggs, oil, sugar and lemon zest in a bowl 
and beat until creamy, either by hand or (my 
advice) an electric blender or mixer. Then add the 
flour and baking powder, beat till well combined 
and then finally add in the butternut. 

When all has been mixed, pour into the loaf tin 
and put in the oven on the middle shelf for 30 
minutes. When the time is up check with a metal 
skewer or small knife that its done. 

The skewer should be clean when removed from 
the sponge and scalding hot for at least 10 
seconds - but be careful not to bum yourself. 

Let the cakes cool for 10 minutes in the tins, 
then remove them to a wire rack to go cold. 



For the icing, combine the cheese, sugar, lemon 
juice and rosewater and blend till all the icing sugar 
is incorporated and smooth. 

Carefully slice the loaf in half, parallel to the 
base. Use half the mix to sandwich the cakes 
together and the remainder to pour over the top. 

Chill if the icing is a little runny.

way around the course. 

There are no mles 
against getting off your 
bike and pushing it for 
sections of the course 
which the majority of our 
competitors do at some 
point. You will soon 
learn first hand why it’s 
called the ‘Burn Series’! 

We’ve also have a 
short course option 
which is not so steep or 
long and is very 
manageable for all. 
About 25 per cent of 
competitors take on the 
short course. We’ve even 
had a five-year-old 
complete the long course. 

What if I get lost? Are 
there people that can 
help? 

Even though this is a 
competitive and 

professionally mn event, 
it is organised in a very 
friendly and relaxed way. 
If you ask for help you 
will be given the 
assistance required. 

The orienteering 
section is relatively 
straight forward and for 
our October event we've 
added a twist. At one of 
the check points there 
will be a challenge that 
will only be disclosed a 


week before the event. 

There are plenty of 
other competitors and 
marshals around the 
course so you won't be 
out of sight from anyone 
for long. We have not lost 
a competitor yet! 

How do I enter? 

That’s a very easy 
answer! Go to 
www.burnseries.co.uk, 
select ‘Mini Burn - 
October, 11’ on the right 
hand column and you’ll 
see all details about the 
event, including past 
event maps and a button 
that says ‘enter now’. 

Can you briefly 
explain how the day 
works? 

Hopefully you are 
ready for an adventure! 
Prior to the event you 
will be sent an online 
booklet explaining the 
whole event. You will 
also be given a start time. 

You are asked to turn 
up 20 minutes prior to 
your start time. When 
you arrive, you will come 
to registration and collect 
your number and timing 
chip and place your bike 
and event kit into the 
event centre. 

Five minutes before 
your start time, we will 
introduce you over the 
loudspeaker and give you 
a five-minute warning of 
your start time, at which 
point you will come to 
the start line. I will then 
provide every competitor 
with a quick run through 
of the event, focusing 
mainly on where the 
check points are. 

When you are ready. 


you then set off. The first 
phase is a three kilometre 
run on flat hard packed 
terrain. This will take 
you anything from 12-30 
minutes. 

The run finishes back 
at the event centre where 
you then jump into a 
kayak, with the help of 
our ground and water 
based staff and you 
paddle two loops of the 
Margam Park lake. 

Once complete, you 
come back into the event 
centre and collect your 
bike to set off on the 
cycle. This takes 
anything from 30 - 90 
minutes.

ON Sunday, September 28 at 
7.30pm, St Augustine’s Church, 
Penarth, hosts a concert to 
celebrate the bicentenary of the 
birth of architect William 
Butterfield (1814-1900). 

The concert, which includes choral 
and organ music by CHH Parry, 
Mendelssohn, Stanford and Elgar, will 
be performed by the St Augustine’s 
Singers (directed by Robert Court) 
with organ virtuoso Thomas Trotter. 

St Augustine’s Church, 
acknowledged as one of Butterfield’s 
masterpieces, is the perfect venue for 
this concert. 

Built in 1866, the church houses an 
equally famous organ built by William 
Hill in 1895 and the music chosen is by 
composers, all of whom were

Famous riders 
from the Vale 

EVAN WILLIAMS 


ONE of the most successful 
National Hunt jockeys of his 
time was Evan Williams, who 
hailed from Cowbridge. 

The son of Ered Williams, the 
popular starter at Cardiff’s Ely 
Racecourse and mine host of the Bear 
Hotel, Evan won two Cheltenham 
Gold Cups and a Grand National. 

He also set an unusual record of 
sorts when at Cardiff on Easter 
Monday 1933 he rode the first winner 
Mr Ghandi, as an amateur and the last, 
Vive L’Amour, as a professional. 

Evan was attached to fellow 
Welshman Owen Anthony's Letcombe 
Bassett yard when he was asked to ride 
the legendary Golden Miller in the 

1936 Cheltenham Gold Cup. Golden 
Miller, who had won the last four 
runnings of the race had ran out with 
his regular rider, Gerry Wilson, in the 
saddle at Newbury less than three 
weeks before the 1936 renewal, so it 
must have caused the then little-known 
Welshman a great deal of stress getting 
up in public for the first time on the 
most popular steeplechaser of all time. 

But Evan, showing great 
horsemanship, as well as jockey ship, 
steered the mighty ‘Miller’ home to a 
12-lengths win over Royal Mail, the 
horse on whom Evan was to win the 

1937 Grand National. 

Evan’s second Cheltenham Gold 
Cup win came in 1940 when he scored 
an easy 10-length win on Roman 
Hackle who, like Golden Miller, was 
owned by Miss Dorothy Paget and 
trained by Owen Anthony. 

In the 1937 Grand National, Evan 
(then 24) had taken the lead a lot 


sooner than he wanted to so as to keep 
clear of some loose horses. In fact, on 
the second circuit he had nearly been 
brought down by a loose horse. 

However, by racing ahead of the 
others he left them to trouble his 
pursuers and this wise move probably 
won him the race. 

When asked by the press what he 
thought about his success he replied: 
“What can I say? I have won the Grand 
National, and I am naturally delighted. 

“Give the credit to the horse. He 
jumped perfectly and cleverly. He 
made one or two mistakes, but they 
were not entirely his fault. When I took 
up the running in the country the 
second time, some loose horses 
interfered with Royal Mail and it was 
not long before we could shake them 
off. After that, everything went 
smoothly.” 

At the end of the war, Evan took out 
a flat trainers’ licence and trained at 
Kingsclere. His most notable success 
was Supreme Court, which won, 
among other races, the King Edward 
VI1 Stakes at Royal Ascot and the 
Eestival of Britain King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot. 

He bred Taxidermist, the 1958 
winner of the Whitbread Gold Cup, 
while his son Ian bred Rag Trade, 
winner of the 1976 Grand National. 

When he retired, Evan went to 
Ireland where he was a Master of 
Eoxhounds. Bom in 1912, he died aged 
89 in July 2001.

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Point-to-poinfs 
strangest races! 


ANDREW WARD, 
back in the 1980s, 
wrote a book called 
Horse-Racing's 
Strangest Races. 

Well, in almost 50 
years of covering the 
Welsh point-to-point 
scene, I think I have 
enough material to write 
a book on the strange 
happenings at some of 
the point-to-points I 
have attended. 

Take the time when 
the Jockey Club in 1985 
launched an 
investigation after the 
handlers of a horse 
called Captain Equity 
failed to alllow a routine 
dope test on it after it 
had finished fourth in 
the restricted race at the 
Ban wen Miners 
Steeplechases at 
Llantwit Major. 

The horse's owner Jim 
Harkins told me at the 
time that Dennis 
Williams the horse's 
trainer was asked to put 
the horse on the mobile 
dope test waggon, but 
the horse wouldn't go up 
the steep ramp - “After 
several attempts the 
horse cut its leg and that 
was when he loaded the 
horse in his lorry and 
drove off.'” 

One witness to the 
incident told me; “It was 
quite funny to see the 
two dope testing 
officials 

running after the lorry 
shouting for the driver to 
stop.” 

The owner, who 
wasn't present when the 
incident occured, 
explained: “ Dennis just 
didn't understand the 
rules.'” 

Captain Equity, an 11- 
year-old chestnut 
gelding, hadn't won for 
five years and was 
described by form 
experts at the time as 
being Tittle better than 
useless now’. 

Then there was the 
time bookmakers at the 
Brecon Hunt Point-To- 
Point Steeplechases at 
Llanfrynach went on 
strike after part-time

bookie Alan Hughes, of 
Llantrisant, demanded 
that he should be 
allowed to bet. 

So what did the 
bookies do? They took 
down their betting 
boards before the first 
race and downed tools! 
The result was that 
racegoers who fancied 
Call Me Dinky, ridden 
by Tim Jones, in the 
opening members' race, 
were denied the chance 
of backing a winner. 

Hunt-racing officials 
wisely decided not to 
get involved in the 
dispute and that was 
when the bookies 
decided to shut up shop. 

Hughes told me back 
then that he had put in a 
request to join the South 
and West Wales Point- 
To-Point Bookmakers 
Association but had been 
informed by secretary 
that he would have to 
wait his turn. Racegoers, 
who were already upset 
at having to pay £5 per 
person admission to the 
racecourse instead of the 
usual £10 car parking 
fee which admitted 
everyone in the car on to 
the racecourse said they 
would demand their 
money back if they 
couldn't bet on the races. 

Mr Hughes, not 
wishing to spoil their 
enjoyment, said he 
would give in on this 
occasion and the bookie 
set up shop once again. 

One of the most 
sensational finishes I 
have witnessed 
happened at the 
Monmouthshire Point- 
To-Point at Llanvapley 
when Golden Gaze, 
ridden by the legendary 
Cowbridge farmer John 
Llewellyn, jumped the 
last fence 10 lengths 
clear of Beldora and 
looked certain to win 
only to slow down on 
the short run-in and just 
stopped yards from the 
winning post and 
refusing to go any 
further. 

Llewellyn, in an 
attempt to get his mount 
going again, gave 
Golden Gaze half-a- 
dozen or so slaps down 
the neck with his whip it 
and it was only when 
Beldora and 

Thunderwood raced past 
him that Golden Gaze 
was persuaded to 
struggle on over the line. 

The stewards didn't 
find any marks on 
Golden Gaze and 
accepted Llewellyn's 
explanation that he 
wasn't hitting an 
exhausted horse, but a 
doggy one (doggy is a 
racing term for a horse 
that will not try 
whatever persuasion is 
applied by the rider). 

The stewards told him 
to be more careful in the 
future and that was the 
end of that episode. 

In what must go down 
as the most controversial 
point-to-point race ever 
(my story made the front 
page of The Sporting 
Life, a rare thing indeed 
for a point-to-point story 
to make it on the front 
page of this sadly now 


long defunct newspaper) 
took place at the 
Gelligaer Earmers 
meeting at Llantarnam. 

There were only three 
runners for the men's 
open race the prolific 
grey Brunico, trained by 
Pembrokeshire's Peter 
Bowen, now a leading 
Welsh trainer under 
rules,and ridden by Ron 
Treloggen, Alf Mahaba 
partnered by Robert 
Rowsell, of Pontypridd, 
and Zephyr Nights 
ridden by Tim Jones of 
Rudry. 

Once the starter got 
the riders on their way 
Zephyr Nights and Alf 
Mahaba's jockeys made 
little attempt to make a 
race of it which meant 
Englishman Treloggen 
had to take the lead. 

The race soon 
developed into a fiasco 
with the pace being so 
slow that Brunico 
refused at first to jump 
the second fence. 

When the three 
eventually managed to 
jump the obstacle. 
Zephyr Nights led at 
what was little more 
than a walk. Some 
racegoers shouted at the 
stewards on their stand 
to declare the race void. 
Brunico led at the 
seventh only to refuse 
again as did the other 
two horses. 

The horses continued 
the race at what only 
could be described as a 
hack canter and 
eventually Brunico came 
to the last fence ahead of 
Alf Mahaba and 
although strongly 
challenged, Trellogen 
and his partner did just 
enough to score by a 
length in a very slow 
time of 9 minutes and 30 
seconds. Usually the 
races are won in around 
six minutes. 

When Brunico 
returned to the winner's 
enclosure, he was 
greeted with the loudest 
cheers I have ever heard 
at a point-to-point. 
However, when the other 
two runners reached the 
unsaddling enclosure 
they were greeted with 
boos and catcalls 
something that I have 
never winessed in all my 
years of reporting on the 
Welsh hunt-racing scene. 

The stewards called in 
all three jockeys and told 
them that their conduct 
during the race would be 
reported to the Jockey 
Club. However, the 
Jockey Club in their 
wisdom decided that 
they had done nothing 
wrong and no further 
action was taken.
